ting bias strips in a helter skelter 
manner. I die a little, because I 
know that those strips just are not 
going to work right. 


Bias is used for cording and 


around all types of curves, right? 
It then stands to reason that the 
bias strips must be as elastic as 
possible. Now. if the strips are not 
cut on the true bias they will not 
stretch enough, and. therefore 
will be killers to try to work with 
properly. Also, if the ends are on 
the wrong grain, joining two strips 
together will be a mess. 


So. for the benefit of those of 


you who have wondered what 
you've been doing wrong. let's go 
through it from marking to join- 
ing. 


The true bias falls on a diagon- 


al line, halfway between the two 
grain lines. To find the true bias, 
fold the fabric so that the length- 
wise threads fall along the cross- 
wise threads. The fold line is the 
true bias. To cut a series of bias 
strips, measure a 
squared-up 


piece of fabric equal distances 
along each edge of a corner, and 
mark. For instance, if you look at 
Figure I. you see a corner of a 
piece of fabric with 3 inch mark-

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Operation Sunrise 


Undersecretary of State George Ball 


has warned Americans that the war in 
Viet Xam—and war it is—will be "long. 
slow and arduous." This isn't the type of 
fight that Americans traditionally enjoy. 
But at the present time it is the closest we 
have come to taking an aggressive and ac- 
tive position in the struggle against Com- 
munism. 


Ball apparently was concerned that 


many Americans think we are more in- 
volved than he says we are. He pointed out 
that in the last seven years only nineteen 
Americans have been killed or wounded 
in Viet Nam and that four of these were 
civilians. But until this last winter the 
United States was far less actively engaged 
in the conflict. Last October there were 
about 700 American soldiers in Viet Xam; 
now there are supposed to be well over 
4.000 with at least 7,000 expected to be 
there soon. The transportation of Viet- 
namese troops by United States helicopters 
with United States pilots is new. And, ac- 
cording to some observers in the area, 
bombing raids are being made by Ameri- 
cans in American planes with only the 
presence of one Vietnamese on board tech- 
nically making it an official Vietnamese 
action. 


Over the last winter, Americans in the 


area have developed Operation Sunrise 
from a study of British organization of 
Malayan peasants to fight Communist in- 
filtrators in the last decade. Malaya is offi- 
cially neutral but leans in the direction of 
the free west, has successfully repelled 
Red invaders, has a reasonably democratic 
government and a high level, among Asia- 
tics, of national economic health. 


Operation Sunrise consists in part of 


organizing strategic hamlets so that some 
85 per cent of the Vietnamese peasants 
living in the remote jungle lands will be in 
contact with American forces and able to 
defend themselves against both the ter- 
rorism and overtures of the Communist 
Viet Cong. 


The villagers are banded together, 


stockades are built around the villages, 
identity cards are required, arms are sup- 
plied and "civil action" teams are sent in 
to help encourage the peasants to fight 
and know what thev are fighting about. 


Operation Sunrise is no get - free - quick 
scheme. It is expected to last several years 
if it is successful and Ball points out that 
the Malayan struggle took seven years. 


If we are going to initiate action against 


Communists around the world—and it be- 
comes difficult to know how we are going 
to defeat them if we don't—our effort in 
Viet Xam sounds pretty good. Americans 
are lending their know-how in jungle fight- 
ing, their organizational ability and their 
knowledge of the lures and dangers of 
Communism to the struggle. But it must, in 
the long run, be the people of the besieged 
nations themselves who must understand 
and fight. 


Critics point out that our activities in 


Viet Xam are in direct contrast to our 
efforts to mediate a settlement in Laos. 
The charge is quite true. In Viet Xam 
we are not only advocating the active re- 
sistance to all Red pressures, we are back- 
ing up the advice with bullets. In Laos, we 
continue to negotiate for an agreement 
with everyone in sight and a coalition gov- 
ernment which would include known Com- 
munists. 


But the critics also must recognize that 


even-thing cannot be done at once. The 
situation in Laos deteriorated while we 
waited for SEATO to do something, for 
the Laotians to recognize the danger and 
rise up, for something magic to change 
everything. By the time our authorities 
were willing to recognize that 
SEATO 


wasn't going to move and that no one was 
going to lake us off the hook, it may have 
been too late for anything except a full 
scale war with American troops doing all 
the fighting. 


If it can be shown in Viet Xam that 


Red guerrillas can be defeated and that 
Asiatic peasants can be taught and en- 
couraged successfully to resist Communist 
invaders. Laos might be rescued. 


We have to start some place unless 


our struggle against Communism is going 
to be purely defensive. It can be argued 
that a defensive police protection type of 
opposition is all we need. But then we must 
rely upon the weaknesses of the Commu- 
nists themselves. There are plenty of flaws 
in Communism but by the time the world, 
particularly the political naive, wakes up 
to them, it may be too late. 


Regional Planning Troubles

That is the legal 
platform, prescribed by law. and 
a public document by definition. 


The two versions of a "plat-

The summer platform is a 
piece of promotional literature 
in effect, and often reflects the 
prejudices, the hopes, and the 
wishes of men and women who 
are more extreme in then- views 
than those who are actually 
nominated for office—in both 
parties.

It is the fall platform, how. 


ever, that is the important one. 
the draft that is published at 
slate expense and officially de- 
fines the position of the parties. 
It is the fall platform that has a 
binding effect on the nominees, 
if any platform has any effect,

!!ominees deliberately addressed 
to the voters in a legally con- 
stituted convention. W h e t h e r 
such pledges truly are effective 
is a matter of the conscience 
of the officeholder and the at- 
tentiveness and capacity' for 
memory of his constituents.
